WAS EXPECTANT MOTHER 


Was Charged With Murder of Her 
First Husband and Four 
Step-children

SAN MARCOS, (Texas) Oct, 31—| 


Mrs. Anna Hauptrief, confessed — 
derer of one husband and four step- | 


children, took her own life here to- 
day in jail rather than meet the 


inexorable punishment of the law 
and the expected responsibility of 
added motherhood. 

Mrs. Hauptrief, charged with 
murder, by poisoning, of her 
husband, Court Schroeder and 
children, had been awaiting trial 
for murder, which had been post- 
poned by the court on the ground 
that she Wus an expectant mother. 

Mrs. Hauptrief’s body was. dis- 
covered today hanging in the cell 
where she had destroyed herself 
through the medium of an under- 
skirt ripped and plaited into a rope 

Further evidence of a first at- 
tempt to take her life Jay at her 
fect—a broken strip of cloth tora 
from her underclothing, mute evi- 
dence that a previous effort at sui- 
cide had been futile. 

Like the celebrated gase of “Blue- 
beard” of California, Watson, 
of ten wives, who is now 
Quentin, Mrs. Hauptrief broke 
her last moments of anguish 
forfeited her life to her anxiety. 

Mrs. Hauptrief was arrested last 
August, when it was discovered she 
had administered poison to  Wil- 
liam Hauptrief, her second husband. 
They lived on a farm near here. 

In the Hays county jail, Mrs. 
Hauptief confessed to the district 
attorney that she had poisoned 
Schroeder and her four step-chil- 
dren. .

Agitation for a bond election was 
started in El Cerrito some time ago.

J. O. Ford of the Richmond school 
board appeared before the trustees 
and told them that he felt certain 
that the school board would pay 
‘half the bill presented by the Albany 
fire department for damages to its 
firé truck sustained in fighting the 
Fairmont school fire, if the El Cer- 
rito board would pay the balance. 

This was agreed to. 

Plans and specifications fer the 
improvement of Central, Llincoln, 
Eureka and Oak streets were = ac- 
cepted. Street Superintendent For- 
rest Wright was allowed the sum of 
$250 to repair the streets’ in the 
city. Wright also was given a four 
day leave of absence starting Novem- 
ber 6. : 

A communication containing five 
signatures received by the board ask- 
ed that the ordinance prohibiting the 
fallawing of animals to run at large 
be enforced. This was referred to 
Marshall Wright. _ , 

A representative from the Berkeley 
Country club asked that the exten- 
sion of Cutting boulevard across San 
Pablo avenue be repaired. This the 
board promised to do provided that 
the work was not done by the quarry 
company whose trucks are-gaid to be 
responsible for the damage.

PATENT SUIT 


STARTS INS. F. 


(By Universal Service.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 31.—Mil- 
lions of dollars are staked upon the 
outcome of a suit that was heard 
om appeal today in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, San Fran- 
cisco. The principals in the suit are 
a miner George Campbell Carson, and 
the: American Smelting and Refining 
Company, controlled by the Guggen- 
heim interests, Carson contends that 
the smelting company has infringed 
on certain patents granted to him, 
and seeks damages d compensa- 
tion for their ee unauthorized 
use. 

The outcome of the suit is being 
watched with interest by the entire 
ccpper world because it is Carson’s 
contention that every smelterm the 
United States has similarly infring- 
ed on his patents. The validity of the 
Carson patents was upheld by the 
Federal courts of California 
suit brought by Carson two years 
ago against the Afterthought Smelt- 
ing Company, but was turned down 
by the United States District Court 
at Tacoma, Washington, in a similar 
suit brought against the American 
Smelting and Refining Company for 
the alleged use of the patent in 
their Tacoma smelter. It is this 
second suit that is now being heard 
on appeal here.

GOOLIDGE GAINS 
IW STRENGTH

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—So strong 
is his campaign running in the East 
that President Coolidge will need to 
carry Only four normally Republican 
States west of the Mississippi river 
in order to win a majority of the 
Electoral College and victory. 

That observation was made today 
by those who have traveled the East- 
ern States which-in former years 
have been considered fighting ter- 
ritory. 

President Coolidge seems certain 
to carry fifteen Bastern States, which’ 
will give him 285 Electoral College 
votes. He needs 266 to win. The votes 
of California, Kansas, Utah and ‘Ore- 
gon combined with the fifteen Fast- 
ern States would give him a total of 
266. If he carries Missouri he could 
dispense with Kansas, Utah and Ore- 
gon and still be a victor. Thus it 
is possible for a candidate for Presi- 
dent to carry only seventeen of the 
forty-eight States and be the vic- 
tor.

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REPUBLICANS PAY BILLS 


It is as true as it ever was that while democratic administra- 
tions incur debts, republicans pay them. — . 

Accepting the fact that the government owed $24,000,000,- 
000 as the heritage of the war and a democratic administration, 
the Harding regime, in traditional fashion, set about to pay thal 
debt. One of the first steps was the reestablishment of an eco- ; 
nomic rule by enactment of a budget law and the reorganization 
of congress’ method of handling appropriation bills. 

Not only has the machinery of congress been co-ordinated 
with the machinery of the budget bureau, but congress observes the 
spirit of the budget system quite as closely as it does the letter. 
This fact was stated by Director Lord of the budget bureau at the 
semi-annual meeting of executives, June 30, as follows: 

“That there has been a meeting of minds of the budget au- 
thorities and congress is clearly shown by a comparison of esti- 
mates arid appropriations. In the estimates prepared for the fiscal 
year 1922, the last annual estimate prepared free from budget 
control, the executive agencies asked for $1,312,925,813 more than 
congréss gave. Estimates for the fiscal year 1923, the first under 
budget control, were $162,523,008 more than the resulting ap- 
propriations. For the fiscal year 1924 the estimates exceeded ap- 
propriations’ by only $7,828,198. Again this year congress prac- 
tically ratified the budget, the excess of estimates over appropri- 
ations being but $10,047,095. In a budget totaling $3,622,125,- 
059 this result is extraordinary.”

sive forces. Similar doubts, on ac- 
count of Democratic strength, are 
admited in the case of Oklahoma, 
West Virginia. and Maryland. 


“With these doubtful States elimi- 


nated ,it will be seen that La Fol- 
lette, at least according to the 
opinion expressed by voters in the 


Digest’ poll, is sure of carrying only 
the single State of Wisconsin. 


“On the other hand, there is some 
indication that, in the popular vote, 
he may pass the Democratic candi- 
date. Wisconsin casts 13. electorial 
votes. 

“The States credited to Mr. Davis— 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Missippi, Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana and Texas—cast a 
total of 139 electorial vote. 

“Granting Mr. Davis the doubtful 
States of Oklahoma, West Virginia 
and Maryland the Davis total wouid 
be 165 votes. 

“Granting Mr. La Follette the State 
of Wisconsin together with the other 
States in which his strength is con- 
siderable—North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Nevada, and California—his to- 
tal electoral vote would amount to 
39. 

“The electoral vote of Mr. Coolidge, 
according to these calculations, 
would represent the difference be- 
tween the total Davis-La Follette 
veto, and 531, the total vote of the 
Electoral College. 

“Mr. Davis’s vote of 165, plus Mr. 
La Follette’s vote of 39, a total of 
204 votes, subtracted from the total 
electoral votes of 531, would leave 
Mr. Coolidge with an electorial vote 
of 327. The number of electoral 
votes necessary to elect is 266. 

“It must be emphasized, as 
frequently been pointed out, that 
The Digest ‘did not ask about the 
politics of its poll voters, but only 
how they voted in 1920. 

“Hundreds of thousands of Demo- 
crats voted the Republican ticket in 
that year. Therefore, it can not be 
said that, on the basis of The Di- 
gest’s figures, so many votes went

“That is to say, the growth of 
Mr. La Follette’s strength, which may 
give him a larger popular vote than 
Mr. Davis in the coming election, 
has been drawn with a fair amount 
of equality from the two old parties, 
and has not greately disturbed their 
proportionate standing as of four 
years ago. 

“The final figures, presented this 
week, show a total larger by more 
than a quarter of a million votes 
than the next\largest poll.
